Dr. J. H. Wesley, medical offiqer of health for New- 
market, said Wednesday that there was no truth in the 
rumors that there was a case of infantile paralysis in New- 
market. "There have been no cases reported to me| and I 
have investigated the source of rumors that there was polio 
in Newmarket and found it false," Dr. Wesley said. 

Early this week, Newmarket 



was swept by stories that a seri- 
ous case of infantile paralysis 
was located in town. The medi- 
cal officer, local doctors and The 
Era and Express office received 
many enquiries from worried 
parents. "There is -no reported 
case of paralysis in Newmarket," 
Dr. Wesley said. 

Dr. Wesley pointed out that 
the regulations of the Public 
Health Act require the isolation 
and placarding of all cases until 
14 days after the onset or until 
jail acute symptoms have subsid- 
ed and temperature is normal. 
According to the act, a suspected 
or doubtful case is to be isolated 
until the diagnosis is conclusive- 
ly confirmed or disproved. 

"Observation of these direc- 
tions will tend to prevent the 
circulation of many ill-founded 
reports," said Dr. Wesley. 

Dr. Wesley drew the attention 
of Newmarket parents to the 
following precautions: keep chil- 
dren away from crowds such as 
at picnics, theatres, summer 
camps; avoid swimming in wat- 
ers that might bo contaminated; 
control of house flies and mos- 
quitoes; wash or cook all fruits 
and vegetables before serving; 
boil or chlorinate drinking water 
where supply is questionable; use 
only pasteurized or boiled milk or 
cream; keep outside toilets clean; 
proper disinfection of the dis- 
charges of all suspected cases; 
postpone surgical operations 
where possible.

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COMMONS COMMITTEE 
WASTE OF TIME 

The House of Commons committee on indus- 
trial relations, set up to enquire into the causes 
of industrial unrest in Canada, has sent its report 
to the house. The report includes recommenda- 
tions * for: dominion-provincial conference to 
draft a labor code; closer contact between prices 
and labor boards; speedier decisions from labor 
boards; continued wage control to ensure price 
control; union security upon certification; re- 
vision of picketing laws; government supervision 
of strike, votes; the implementation of order-in- 
councii 2901 (applying to the steel strike) with 
"such modifications as the government may de- 
termine." 

The committee condemned breaches of the law 

by both management and labor, and the refusal 

of both factions to have recourse to the legisla- 
tive machinery set up to handle industrial dis- 
putes. 

The committee's report followed weeks of 
hearing witnesses from the government, manage- 
ment and labor. The committee examined a wide 
range . of view points, recorded thousands of 
words of evidence. From its deliberations, it was 
able to offer only one effective recommendation, 
that a labor code be drafted. Its other recom- 
mendations and condemnations bear on this one 
point. As a last minute attempt to find a way 
out of the morass of industrial disputes into 
which this country has sunk, the committee's 
efforts were wasted. Surely a committee was not 
necessary to recognize that the existing hodge- 
podge of legislation with its inconsistencies and 
its expediencies could not last. 

The fact remains that the steel strike has con- 
tinued with its harmful effect on the whole Can- 
adian economy. Apart from an order-in-council 
of no value at all, and the appointment of a con- 
ciliator who has failed to bring a settlement, the 
government has not acted. The appointment of a 
committee to enquire into the causes of industrial 
unrest served as a distraction from the main 
issue, that of resuming steel production, and 
nothing else. It was not within the province of 
the committee to act on the steel strike except as 
it came within the general scope of its enquiry', a 
fact often forgotten. 

At no time during the debate on the report of 
the committee was there a clear statement on 
labor policy. No matter how earnest federal 
legislators may be in their* efforts .to bring relief 
from industrial disputes, their intentions are con- 
fused by the lack of understanding of what is in- 
volved. Political considerations, witch hunts, and 
a refusal to recognize changing conditions all 
lent their influence to turning a debate which 
should have ended in the definition of a govern- 
ment's obligations where labor, is concerned into 
an inconclusive argument. 

And at the weekend, the steel strike was still 
in progress. 
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a -program is impossible with the current bank 
balance of the recreation council. The cost of in- 
structors in hobby work, for example, is a major 
item. Rent of equipment for night classes in 
woodwork or leather work will be high when 
totalled through the winter. Unless there is ad- 
ditional financial aid to the recreation council, 
much of this program will have to be shelved. 

In a canvass of citizens 110 individuals con- 
tributed. In a community with a population of 
5,000, this is a shamefully small total. The recre- 
ation council has sought to provide a community 
wide program but it must fail in that purpose un- 
less there is community wide support. Whether 
or not the recreation council can continue with 
community recreation will depend on whether or 
not those citizens who have so jTar not contribut- 
ed financial aid are willing to shoulder their 
share of the cost. 

The recreation council can continue its neces- 
sary public service only if every citizen in New- 
market supports it with financial contributions. 
It is not the amount of each contribution that 
matters, it is the total. If every citizen con- 
tributes, no matter how. small a sum, the total 
will assure the financing of a community-wide 
recreation program which will take a foremost 
part in making Newmarket a happier community 
in which to live. 
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EDUCATION CAN 
SERVE TWO MASTERS 



The re-opening of the schools again focuses at- 
tention on the need of an education which will 
best train children for adult life in this bewilder- 
ed world. Education, ljke the contemporary life 
it reflects, is in a period of transition. Our 

system has swung from its emphasis on a liberal 

education, which was suitable for only a small 
percentage of pupils, to empHasis on technical 
education, which met the needs of most pupils 
but left them with a limited horizon. Now there 
is an effort to compromise the two extremes, en- 
couraging the best of each. 

One bright feature of this change has been the 
increasing attention paid to education in citizen- 
ship. "The pupils in the classrooms today will 
influence a nation tomorrow." It is so often said 
that its truth has lost its meaning. Ironically 
enough,' it was the example of the fascists which 
re-emphasized the necessity of teaching citizen- 
ship in the schools, not taking it for granted. 

In a recent report on United Nations Re- 
habilitation and Relief Administration activities, 
there is a section on the recovery of children who 
were snatched from their parents and installed in 
special schools by the Nazis. To make permanent 
their infamous ideology, the Nazis operated 
schools for chosen German children and later, 
children taken from occupied countries, where 
the children were indoctrinated in Nazi ideals. 
So successful were the Nazis in their "education- 
al" methods that Canadians who fought against 
graduates of these schools described them as the 
most fanatic and dangerous troops they had met. 

UNRRA workers, who arc trying to re-educate 
the children who were taken by the Germans 
from occupied countries so that they may be re- 
turned to their parents, are finding the task a 
difficult one. Even after a short exposure to 
Nazi education, the minds of these children have 
been poisoned against all, which had they been 
left to a normal education, they would have 
cherished. 

The Nazis demonstrated that education could 
be turned in whatever direction the educators 
wished. The success of their methods rc- 
emphasized the need for education in democracy, 
not only to combat the subversive influences 
which are current today, but to bring into clearer 
perspective the obligations as well as the rights 
which are inherent in the democratic system. 
Unless there is education- in democracy, there 
Will be conversion to anti-democratic doctrines. 
The exponents of fascism have been dealt with 
but v the ideals they nourished ore still alive. 






RECREATION COUNCIL 
APPEALS FOR AID 

The Newmarket Community Recreation Coun- 
cil has completed its summer program and is 
preparing for the fall and winter months. Tent- 
ative plans emphasize adult recreation, and the 
provision of open air rinks at the three public 
schools. The Newmarket town council lias in- 
dicated its approval of operation of the New- 
market Memorial Arena by the recreation 
council. 

During the nunmer, the recreation council 
Operated swimming instruction classes at Lake 
Wilcox, provided supplementary playgrounds for 
the younger children, gave financial assistance to 
the tennis club and similar organizations, and en- 
couraged baseball and other sports for high 
school and grade school children. 

To finance this program, the recreation council 
conducted a canvass of industry*, organizations, 
and private citizens. With the contribution of 
the Newmarket town council of $500, and with 
the provincial grant (including the share to the 
Lions club which was returned to the recreation 
council by the club) of $831.70", total- receipts on 
Aug. 17 were S3.29&.52. Of this amount, $390.95 
was contributed by 1 10 individual citizens. The 
cost of summer activities to the recreation coun- 
cil was $2,341.85, leaving a balance of $957.07 
With "which to carry on until next spring when 
another drive for funds can be held. 

'This amount is quite inadequate to provide for 
a recreation program which will be community 
wide in its scope. It is anticipated that the arena 
will carry itself if the weather is kind. Possibly 
the public school board will consider granting at 
least par t of the funds for the open air rinks for 
children. Even with this assistance, the money a 
the recreation council has will not go for when it 
comes to paying for adult recreation. & . 

At the present time, the recreation council is 
considering under the heading of adult recrea- 
tion, the encouraging and promoting of hobby 
work, handicrafts, and such sports as can be car- 
ried on indoors by adulls, e.g., badminton, bas- . 
ketball, volley-ball, and gymnasium v/ork. The 
other phase of the program is the provision of 
"community hours," a weekly' program In the 
town hall or, possibly, the high school auditor- 
ium, of community singing, lectures and demon- 
strations, and moving pictures. It Is the thought 
of the council that "community houre" will 
answer very largely the often heard complaint 
that there is "nothing* doing in Newmarket." 
It must be repeated that the provision of such 
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COMMUNISM FEEDS 
ON POVERTY 



In the debate which followed the presentation 
of the report of the House of Commons commit- 
tee enquiring into industrial unrest, there was 
considerable reference to communism, and com- 
munist polieies. So frequent we're these refer- 
ences that it must be assumed that many federal 
legislators see evidence of Stalin's personal 
supervision behind every industrial dispute in 
Canada, particularly so since the report of the 
Royal Commission on espionage. 

Unquestionably many communists hold impor- 
tant posts in the labor movement. The evidence 
of the Royal Commission left no doubt on this 
score. Hut to paint all labor activities with the 
same red brush is a serious mistake. The causes 
of labor unrest in Canada are complex enough 
without the additional bogey of communism. To 
call all strikers communists is to distract from 
(fee real causes of labor unrest which are Cana- 
dian enough lo "satisfy the most rabid nationalist. 

Aiost labor troubles today are arising from the 
workingman's determination that he will never 
again go through a repetition of the depressed 
30's. Most organized workmen act on the belief, 
rightly or wrongly, that every concession thai is 
wrung from management now is further insur- 
ance against the return of the drab days of relief 
and hour-a-week shifts. There are other causes 
of labor disputes — jurisdictional battles, plain 
obstinacy, lust for power and antipathy between 
labor and management — but they would be 
neither so widespread nor so bitter, were it not 
for the memory of the depression and a determi- 
nation that it must never happen again. 

As long as some employers insist upon regard- 
ing organized labor in the same manner as in the 
'30's,. industrial bitterness will continue. Canada 
can not long tolerate such crippling strikes as are 
now in progress without returning to the same 
poverty that both labor and management seek to 
avoid. The very communism / so feared by 
management will receive its greatest encourage- 
ment from just such conditions. 

In their refusal to examine the causes of labor 
disputes and do what they can to remove them, 
some employers arc precipitating the very thing 
Ihey are anxious to avoid. Communism never 
flourished where there was prosperity. It feeds 
only on dissatisfaction and poverty.

A Charlie McCarthy 
Robbie is three-and-a-half 
years old and a very promising 
young hopeful. His vocabulary 
is really quite advanced for his 
years. However, during his con- 
versation, he uses many words 
which he mispronounces. 

Organically, there is nothing 
wrong with Robbie. It is only 
natural for young children to 
make mistakes in pronunciation 
of words they are just beginning 
to use. Robbie's parents think 
it is cute for him to make 
mistakes in speech. Robbie 
has four incorrect speech 
sounds and could be helped to 
correct them very simply at this 
time. The trouble is that with 
the help of his parents and 
others amusing themselves by 
having him repeat the "cute" 
words over and over again, Rob- 
bie is establishing bad speech 
habits which will require much 
time and patience to overcome 
in a few years. 

It is such an injustice lo Rob- 
bie to actually encourage him in 
bad speech habits. His parents 
are, in other respects, very in- 
telligent; and they are certainly 

quite capable of helping him 
learn now words correctly at the 
time he first uses them. 

To be perfectly fair to Robbie 
and yet amuse themselves and 
friends, the parents might make 
n note of all the mispronounced 
words and mimic him lo them- 
selves and others but never 
in his presence. In that manner 
they will discover just what 
Robbie does that is wrong. Rob- 
bie is perfectly capable of imi- 
tating speech movements and 
his attention should be attract- 
ed to the correct positions of 
lips, teeth and tongue for the 
mispronounced words he is add- 
ing to his vocabulary. Careful 
repetition of the correct pro- 
nunciation of these words may 
be all that Robbie needs to help 
him speak them correctly. 

It should be a source of real 
delight to the parents to help 
Robbie make simple corrections 
before he has acquired bad 
speech habits which are so diffi- 
cult to correct. Besides. Rob- 
! bio's baby brother will soon be 
talking and it is to be hoped that 
Robbie's speech will soon be a 
good example for him to imi- 
tate.

In fact we've had so little 
rain that the source of Orillia's 
hydro power is so far diminish- 
ed that they are "rationed" as to 
electric current.

The 
ground is like cast-iron, the 
grass on the boulevards is sere 
and yellow. The leaves on trees 
seem to have shrunk or fallen 
already — and in many places 
you see maple trees turning 
crimson and gold. Shingles on 
the roofs of some old houses ore 
all curling up, and when 
autumn rains commence I ex- 
pect many leaks will.be found. 
It is strange that while we have 
had little rain it has not been 
too hot a summer. . 

But coming back to the birds, 
a few weeks ago I watched the 
swallows gathering. They were 
taking trial flights over tjie 
town, but I fancy they must 
have left us for good, because 
now I haven't seen any more of 
the flocks wheeling and circling 
in graceful circles overhead. Oh 
dear, summer has been so short!

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Proverbs 23: 29-31: "Who 
shriek? Who groan?. Who 
quarrel and. grumble? Who arc 
bruised for nothing? Who have 
bleary eyes? Those v/ho linger s h e 
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over the bottle, those who relish | to form 
blended wines. So look not on 
the wine so red, that sparkles in 
the cup. It glides down smoothly 
at first, but in the end, it bites 
like any snake, it stings you like 
an adder." (Moffat's transla- 
tion). 

R, J. Mclntyre, general secre- 
tary of B.C. Temperance League, 
says that Henry W. Grady, a 
great American orator, once said 
of the liquor traffic, "It comes to 
snatch the crust from the lips of 
the starving child." This appears 
to be literally true today. On 
May 14, the papers reported that 
about 31,455 cases of choice 
Scotch landed in Canada. On 
May 22 from 8.000 to 10,000 cases 
landed in B.C. V/ilh millions of 
children starving in Europe the 
Old Land is exporting liquor 
mode out of the grain which 
might have fed many of their 
hungry, dying children. 

The international record for 
April reports the British Minis- 
ter of Food as stating that the 
brev/ers in the United Kingdom 
used 750,000 tons of grain for 
the year ending September 30, 
1945, and it Is estimated that 
814,000 tons v/ill be used in 1040 
The United Kingdom distillers 
used 100,000 tons of grain during 
1945 nnd will use,- it is estimated, 
130,000 tons in 194G. 

The Canada Year Book (1945), 
reveals that 450,571,581 pounds 
of grain were used In 1044 Jn

Two letters have been received 
by Sharon Red Cross members 
from, recipients of parcels sent 
out by the unit to England. The 
first letter was from Mr. and 
Mrs. R. J. Worth, Bedford, and 
reads as follows: 

"I write these few lines in 
reply to your request and to say 
that I am the lucky fellow to 
receive the nice warm quilt that 
you made so beautifully and- sent 
from Canada to the Red Cross, 
and to thank you very much in- 
deed. I can assure you that my 
wife and I appreciate your kind- 
ness and thoughts for us chaps. 

"It may be of interest to you 
to know that I was a prisoner of 
war for three and a half years 
at Singapore and was unfortun- 
ate to lose my left leg, although 
lucky to get back home alive. I 
regret this but I must be honest 
and tell you that the candies you 
sent smelt so strongly of camphor 
that I was afraid to give them 
to any child. I 'do hope you will 
not feel hurt about it and under- 
stand, because the camphor kept 
the quilt in good condition. 

'Thanking you very much for 
your kind gift." 

The second letter, from Mrs. 
Margaret Lawrence. 94 Thornton 
Rd., Carshalton, Surrey. England, 

follows: 

"First of all, please let me say 
thank you for the wonderful cot 
blankets I have just received 
from ray local branch of the Red 
Cross Society here in Carshalton. 
On opening, the gift I found the 
message inside | from you and 
like all girls. V was curious to 
know whether it svas genuine or 
not. And I would still like to 
know. As, maybe, it was a long 
time ago, let rnc refresh your 
memory. I enclose the original 
message which is on a soap 



wrapper." which in turn, was 
sewn on the corner of the pink 
and white blanket. I showed my 
husband the rrjessage— he told 
me to acknowledge it with 
thanks. The blankets are -ap- 
preciated here ! in England as 
everything is rationed, controlled 
or non-existent' And as we 
only get a very limited supply of 
clothing coupons, anything in 
the form of a gift is more than 
appreciated. Especially so when 
it's for a coming happy event, 
such as mine is. You see, a 
mother-to-be oniy gets CO 'cou- 
pons to spend on 1 her baby's lay- 
ette and that will barely get the 
necessities. 

For example, ■ for one napkin 



it costs one coupon, for a frock 
it's two, for a shawl it's four, for 
a two-piece suit it's four or five, 
for shoes it's three and that's all 
first baby sizel The clothing is 
just about as bad as the food. 
Everything is rationed. But 
mothers-to-be are granted prior- 
ity in certain items, such as 
being excused queuing for food 
and for special tit-bits such as 
tomatoes and fruit. This morn- 
ing, I was allowed half a pound 
of tomatoes and two peaches. 
That is a luxury, believe me, 
especially as my husband loves 
tomatoes. But I'm afraid that 
when he has them on Sunday for 
his breakfast with his two ounces 
of bacon (per week), he gets no 
more until the next time. Never 
rriind, it will get better one of 
these days. But all the same, I 
would like to walk round your 
shops where there's plenty of 
food, plenty of clothes and fully 
fashioned to be had for the ask- 
ing. It would be nice to see 
them all again. 

"Well, I must pack up now as 
I've got to get my husband's din- 
ner ready. Once again, thank 
you for the gift of. the blankets. 
Believe me they are appreciated 
more than you know. I hope 
you'll excuse me writing in pen- 
cil but I lost my husband's foun- 
tain pen on a bus and they are 
unobtainable here so far."
